Northampton North MP Michael Ellis hopes 
every local authority across the country will 
learn the lessons of the child abuse cases 
in Rotherham. 

The county MP is a member of the Home 
Affairs Select Committee which has been 
grilling the key public figures who were in 
charge of the council, police and social ser¬ 
vices at the time when 1,400 children were 
abused from 1997-2013. 


Mr Ellis said: “When the report is pub¬ 
lished I hope every local authority reads it 
and learns the lessons which need to be 
learnt from this dreadful occurrence so they 
are not replicated. 

“What has happened is a devastating 
indictment of a local authority in South 
Yorkshire. 

“These high profile people have been 
called on to resign by the Prime Minister 


but they have not. 

“Quite frankly I have been appalled to 
hear their excuses. 

“I have been asking a series of questions 
trying to get to the truth. 

“We need the right result and justice for 
the victims. 

“What has been seen in Rothertham has 
shown it to be an exceptional example of 
institutional failure

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Facing his own Dragon’s Den challenge 


REPORTER Lawrence John interviews 
former Cobblers player and now 
successful county business man 
Michael Barrington-Hibbert 


A former Cobblers player has scored 
a huge business goal and it has put 
him in with a chance of winning a 
Black British Business Award but he 
is up against a Dragon. 

Michael Barrington-Hibbert used 
to be part of Northampton Town 
Football Club back in the mid 1990s 
but has to beat Dragon’s Den panel¬ 
list Piers Linney in the final of the 
awards on October 2 - his David v 
Goliath moment. 

Originally from London, Michael 
joined Chelsea before moving to

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Lost landmarks of 
Northamptonshire 

Lawrence John goes in search of the landmarks 
that time forgot 


The Fish Market in Northampton was built 
in the 1930s and was part of the town 
centre. 

Before it was knocked down for the new 
bus interchange it was used by Northamp¬ 
ton Arts Collective (NAC) as an art gallery 


The former gas holder at the St Peter’s Way 
roundabout which was knocked down in 
January, was owned by the Northampton 
Gas Light Company 

The company’s building stood at the side of 
the main entrance to Carlsberg. 


St Crispin’s Hospital was established in 
1876 as the Berrywood Asylum and closed 
in 1995. 

Work to restore the buildings started in 
2011. In August there was a huge fire. 


Northampton’s cattle market was in Liliput 
Road, Brackmills but closed in 2002 follow¬ 
ing the national foot-and-mouth outbreak. 
All the buildings at the location were 
demolished. A series of warehouse now 
cover this land.

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Cops not spotting 
vulnerable victims

Call handlers at Northants 
Police ‘do not always identify 
vulnerable and repeat vic¬ 
tims’, a new report by police 
watchdog HM Inspectorate 
of Constabulary (HMIC) has 
revealed. 

In a letter to Northants 
Police Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee, Zoe Billingham of HMIC 
said: “While relevant staff 
have received training in the 
national decision making 
model and vulnerability, the 
force needs to ensure that the 
necessary checks are in place 


so that vulnerability factors 
including disability and race 
are identified.” 

The report, which looked 
into 42 forces across England 
and Wales, analysed three 
principal aspects of day-to- 
day policing - the prevention 
of crime, how crime is inves¬ 
tigated and offenders are 
brought to justice, and free¬ 
ing up and using police time 
more efficiently. 

Superintendent Sean Bell, 
of Northants Police, issued 
this statement following the 
report: “Measures to identify 
vulnerable callers have been 
improved and the force has 


developed innovative train¬ 
ing for front-line staff in 
respect of protecting vulner¬ 
able people. This includes 
control room staff who check 
the Force Intelligence System 
(FIS) when speaking to call¬ 
ers and any information 
which identifies the person 
as a repeat caller or repeat 
victim is annotated on the 
resulting incident log. As an 
additional safeguard, a call¬ 
er’s name or address will be 
‘flagged-up’ if they have con¬ 
tacted us on previous occa¬ 
sions.”

moment, the impact 
suddenly sent him flying 
into the air and, in a 
move that almost defies 
the laws of physics, he 



miraculously landed on 
the back of his fellow 
competitor’s bike and 
clung on for his life until 
the competitor, Steve 
Woollatt, managed to 
slow the vehicle to a halt. 

Filippos told the H&P: 
“It was a miracle. I am a 
very lucky man and so is 
Steve. 

“You don’t have the 
time to think when 
something like this hap¬ 


pens, it’s just an instant 
reaction. 

“I hit Steve, then the 
next thing I remember I 
was holding onto the 
back of his bike. 

“It all happened in a 
matter of seconds, but I 
wasn’t scared that I 
might die. You cannot be 
scared that you’re going 
to die in this sport.” 

The miraculous escape 
left Filippos with a nasty 
looking burn to his skin 
after it became trapped 
in the wheelie bar on the 
bike he jumped on to. 

Asked how he is feeling 
now, he said: “I feel ok. I 
have some bruises and 
the skin has peeled off 
and there are burns. But 
things are a lot better 
than I expected.”

On Saturday last year a 
spooky clown mystery in 
Northampton became a 
huge global sensation. 

The creepy figure, dressed 
up as Pennywise from 
Stephen King’s movie It, 
made its first appearance on 
‘Friday the 13th’ of 
September in a housing 
estate in town. 

Like King’s homicidal crea¬ 
tion, the clown was pictured 
standing, motionless, 
clutching balloons and wav¬ 
ing. 

The Northants Herald 
broke the first story about 
his antics and, like wildfire, 
it became a worldwide phe¬ 
nomenon and appeared on 
TV news all over the globe 
from America to Australia.

the Northants H&P spent 
day and night searching for 
him, trying to work out the 
clues the figure posted in 
riddles on his Facebook page 
- but to no avail. 

However, as journalists 
from across Europe flocked 
to the town to try and iden¬ 
tify him, we finally made an 
exclusive breakthrough just 


three days after his first 
appearance. 

Editor Steve Scoles, desper¬ 
ate to find clues leading him 
to the clown, came across 
sensational footage which 
shows the notorious clown 
starring in a short movie on 
YouTube. 

The film ‘The Local Clown’

New train station 
entrance at rear

The steps leading into 
Northampton's new railway 
station on Black Lion Hill are 
not intended to be the main 
entrance to the building, 
Network Rail has claimed. 

As work on the building 
draws to a conclusion, with it 
being set to be opened by 
next month, concerns about 
disabled access to the station 
has grown. 


The entrance on Black Lion 
Hill had been planned to 
include a ramp, but the plan 
was scrapped as there is not 
enough space to build one. 
Instead, the Black Lion Hill 
entrance now consists of a 
steep staircase. 

The disabled access will be 
round the back of the station, 
where there is another stair¬ 
case and a lift. 

There will also be ground 
floor entrance from the car 
park, which rail bosses say is 
‘likely to be the most com¬ 


monly used entrance’. 

However, Sally Keeble, the 
Parliamentary candidate for 
the Labour Party in 
Northampton North, said: 
“Network Rail’s response 
makes things look very much 
worse - with confusion over 
which is the main entrance to 
the station. How they can say 
that the stairs at the front of 
the station are suitable for 
people with disabilities is 
beyond belief - you need to be 
very fit to carry a heavy suit¬ 
case up those steps.”

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder was 
delighted with his team's first half 
performance in the 2-0 win away at 
Dagenham & Redbridge which 
moved his side into the League Two 
play-off spots in seventh. 

An early brace from Marc Richards 
was the highlight of a first 45 minutes 
that was as good as anything played 
under Wilder, and he was equally as 
happy that they showed profession¬ 
alism in the second-half to see out 
the result. 

The Town boss, who is now looking 
ahead to Saturday’s trip to South 
Wales and Newport County, said: 
“I’m delighted to come away from 
home and produce a performance 
like that, especially the first half. 

“We had pace and power and we 
looked really good going forward. 

“I thought we were excellent and we 
like to think the game was done and 
dusted in the first half, and we just 
had to make sure we were profes¬ 
sional in the second, which we did. 

“In terms of the way we played, the 
way we moved the bah and the 
chances that we created, it was up 
there. But it counts for nothing if you 
don’t come out in the second half and 
do your job again. We knew that they 
would have a go and raise the tempo. 

“We’ve worked hard and I think 
we’ve seen the benefits of a free week 


on the grass, and I think you’ve seen 
that in the first-half performance. 

“Possibly in the second half we sat a 
touch deep, which sometimes comes 
naturally. 

“I would have perhaps kept posses¬ 
sion a bit more, but we were still a 
threat going forward.” 

Wilder handed debuts to transfer 
deadline day signings Ryan Cresswell 
and Ryan Watson, and both acquit¬ 
ted themselves well in their first 
games. 

Watson replaced John-Joe O’Toole 
in central midfield, and it showed the 


strength in depth of the Cobblers 
squad that O’Toole was on the bench 
alongside last year’s player of the 
year Darren Carter. And Wilder says 
that he was happy with the responses 
of each member of his squad, regard¬ 
less of their role. 

He said: “We’ve had a couple of new 
additions and I thought both of them 
were outstanding. 

“Watson got on the bah and made 
really good decisions, and I thought 
him and Joel Byrom did really well in 
the middle of the park. 

“Cresser and Zander had to do what 


they had to do as centre-halves. 

“We’ll get better as a group and I’m 
happy with how things are going. 

“I wouldn’t be doing my job if I 
thought about personalities or egos. 

“I thought John-Joe has come on to 
the pitch and worked his socks off for 
the team. He’s still finding his feet 
and he wasn’t picked for the team, 
but there was no sulking and the atti¬ 
tude was spot on. 

“We’ve got some important players 
that haven’t even travelled with us, 
and it’s a strong squad when we get 
everyone back together. It’s going 
along nicely and we can be happy 
with our efforts.” 

Wilder was similarly delighted to 
see one of his marquee summer sign¬ 
ings, Richards, grab another two 
goals as he hits a purple patch in 
goalscoring form. 

He said: “We needed goals in the 
team, and the lad’s been outstanding 
off the pitch in terms of his attitude 
on the training ground. He’s a top 
professional, and young Ivan [Toney] 
can’t learn from a better guy than 
Rico because he puts himself about, 
makes good decisions and gets him¬ 
self in the box. He’s a constant goal 
threat and we’re happy to have him.” 

A healthy turnout of 552 Cobblers 
fans made the trip down to London, 
and there surely cannot be too much 
surprise at that bearing in mind 
Northampton’s superb record at 
Victoria Road. Five games at the 
ground has seen five wins, and they 
are yet to concede a goal. 

Wilder added: “We’ve got a really 


good record there, but you have to be 
right mentally when you play there. 

“And for the second time since I 
took a side there as a Northampton 
manager the boys have been. It’s 
important because if you’re not you 
get found out. 

“I’ve said that we’re a confident 
bunch but not an arrogant bunch. 

“We know we have to work hard and 
compete and that’s the first thing we 
always ask the players to do, then we 
can play from there. We did that, it’s 
a new group of players. 

“It’s a long season, so we’re not 
going to get carried away. The sup¬ 
porters I should imagine have gone 
away happy with how the team is 
progressing. The front four look a 
real handful and I should imagine 
they’ve enjoyed Dagenham. 

“But we’re only six games in, we can 
be happy with our efforts, but there’s 
a long way to go and it will be a col¬ 
lective effort.” 

Meanwhile, Town Academy mid¬ 
fielder Fraser Hornby has joined 
Premier League Everton under the 
terms of the Elite Player Performance 
Plan (EPPP.)

Northampton Town sent out a statement of 
intent to their League Two rivals on Saturday 
after recording an impressive 2-0 away win 
over Dagenham and Redbridge. 

Dagenham is famous for its Ford car plant but 
it was slick Cobblers who motored to an early 
lead when Marc Richards slotted home after a 
quick counter attack. 

The lower leagues are not noted for their skill 
but Town’s eighth minute opener had ah the 
hallmarks of Liverpool’s ambush tactics. 

Gregor Robertson sent a bah forwards on the 
left wing to Ivan Toney, with the forward flick¬ 
ing the bah to the onrushing Kaid Mohamed 
whose ball control at speed saw him cut into 
the Daggers box and push to Richards to sweep 
home. 

The Cobblers’ visit to Victoria Road in April 
came in a relegation battle yet Northampton 
look like a side with promotion in their sights 
on this showing. 

Chris Wilder’s starting 11 was bolstered by 
the signing of Leicester City development play¬ 
er Ryan Watson who lined up alongside recent 
loanee Joel Byrom in central midfield. 

Ryan Cresswell, the imposing centre-back 


signed on deadline day from 
Fleetwood Town, was chosen 
to partner Zander Diamond, 
adding strength to the 
Northampton spine. 

If Dagenham were Ford Kas, 
small and nippy, Cobblers were 
Kugas, full of bite and liable to 
roll over their opponents 

Richards had struggled with 
open-play goals in recent weeks 
but secured his brace when 
sending a pinpoint header past 
Liam O’Brien from a Byrom 
corner on 23 minutes. 

The watching shoe army 
would be forgiven for finding 
such a confident performance 
an alien experience, particu¬ 
larly given August’s chastening 
loss at Portsmouth which sug¬ 
gested the Cobblers were not 
ready to mix with the big boys. 

Yet they will go into the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy tie at 
Fratton Park ready to take the 
game to Pompey after this 
dominant display. The left footed Byrom has 
added balance to the Northampton midfield 
while Cresswell looks every inch the imperious 
lower league defender. 

Northampton could have taken a three goal 
lead and Richards would have claimed his hat- 
trick on the cusp of half time if it were not for a 
Brian Saah goalmouth block. 


In truth Wayne Burnett’s side had been 
defeated by half time and didn’t look like 
improving on their record of never scoring 
against the Cobblers at Victoria Road. 

Northampton stood secure as the shaven 
headed Cresswell formed an immediate part¬ 
nership with man- of- the match Diamond.

zer and a couple of Jamie Cureton shots 
dragged wide were as close as the 
Daggers got to troubling the scoresheet. 

Not quite enough to rouse one or two 
Northampton fans enjoying a snooze 
after a morning in the taverns around 
Liverpool Street. 

For those remaining awake, John-Joe 
O’Toole’s replacement of Toney on 70 
minutes proved a talking point given the 
two players having contrasting styles. 

While Toney is ah athlete, O’Toole has a 
more lolloping gait that borders on being 
behind the pace. 

Certainly, the former Bristol Rovers 
man who scored 15 goals for the Gas last 
season will have to up his work-rate to 
win over the Northampton support, 
which is easier said than done with a 
wealth of midfield options at Wilder’s 
disposal. 

If anything, Lawson D’Ath, the substi¬ 
tute with the hint of the malnourished 
mongrel about him, proved the more 
effective. Let off the leash by Wilder after 
78 minutes, his technique and close con¬ 
trol worried a tired Dagenham defence. 
In the end, however, the stars were shining for 
the Cobblers in a match that was ah yellow and 
Northampton will hope their lemon coloured 
away shirts will prove lucky again this weekend 
at Newport County. 

Secure another three points in South Wales 
and the Cobblers will be looking higher than 
their current seventh place. 
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
